Gov . Nelson A. Rock efeller’s decision to 
pu ll ou t of the contest for the Repu blican 
party ’s presidential nomination leav es no 
string s dang ling . 
It has the ring of dou ble conv iction. Gov . 
Rock efeller obv iou sly means to mak e it stick . 
Ev e-n more to the point, he is mak ing no se­ 
cret of the fact the Repu blican leaders he 
talk ed to before reaching his decision mean 
to mak e it stick . 
There was no demand among them for a 
chance to line u p with an opponent to Vice 
President Richard M. Nix on, who has been 
the Repu blican party ’s obv iou s nominee since 
he ran su ccessfu lly for the second time on 
the tick et with Dwig ht Eisenhower. 
Mr. Nix on has done flawlessly ev ery thing 
he oou ld hav e been ex pected to do in the 
role of strong v ice president desig nated for 
him by President Eisenhower. 
He 
has 
represented 
the 
United 
States 
abroad with dig nity , charm and sav v y . 
He 
has performed his du ties at home with com­ 
petency and an ex traordinary sense of pro­ 
portion. At this moment, no other pu blic fig ­ 
u re has a more finely honed sense of hig h- 
lev el politics than Vice President Nix on—and 
at this moment the pu blic is conditioned by 
ex perience and observ ation to think a pres­ 
idential candidate shou ld hav e all the polit* 
ical sav v y that can be crowded into him. 


IN THE ABSENCE of a Nix on, a Rock e­ 
feller wou ld hav e been an attractiv e contend­ 
er for leadership of the Repu blican party in 
nex t y ear’s national election. In the presence 


©f a Nix on, a Rock efeller cou ld not ig nore 
the fact the more ex perienced contender had 
the nearly complete su pport of the party or­ 
g anization. When the straws were thrown in­ 
to the air, they all pointed to California. 
Gov . Rock efeller has tried to mak e it equ a­ 
lly plain he is not a contender for the Repu b­ 
lican v ice presidential nomination, bu t her© 
the disclaimer is not qu ite so absolu te as it 
is in the m atter of the presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
No one is a contender for a v ice presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
In the orig inal 
plan 
for 
choosing presidents and v ice presidents, the 
latter was the losing candidate for the pres­ 
idency . To this day , no one pu blicly dream s 
of finishing second. That is something that 
happens, not something planned to tu rn ou t 
that way .

If the nu merou s contenders for the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination and the irreconcilable mi­ 
norities v y ing for control of the party con­ 
tinu e to cu t u p one another in the ltnerv en- 
ing months, an odds-on chance to be v ice 
president of the United States mig ht mak e 
the relativ e obscu rity of a v ice presidential 
candidacy seem worth the sacrifice of set­ 
tling for less than fu st plact on the party 
tick et.

Navy' s New Radio Net

CUTLER, Maine UfI — A new 
Nav y radio 
station—destined 
to 
be the most powerfu l in the world 
—is fast chang ing the sk y line in 
this land of the pointed spru ce. 
An entire 2,800 - acre peninsu la 
now bristles lik e a monstrou s pin 
cu shion with 20 antenna towers 
looming sk y ward for nearly 1,000 
feet. 
Six m ore are u nder core 
stru ction or soon will be. 
By early 1961 
the 65 million 
dollars 
installation 
will 
become 
part of the new nu clear Nav y , its 
prim ary mission to commu nicate 
with nu clear su bm arines arm ed 
with the Polaris missile. 
When and if this cou ntry 
is 
attack ed, the order for the su bs 
to retaliate probably will come 
from Cu tler. Each of the v essels 
will be carry ing 16 Polaris mis­ 
siles, which can be lau nched from 
beneath the sea. 


THE PROJECTED rang e of the 
station is a Nav y Secret. Bu t com­ 
mu nications 
ex perts 
say it is 
qu ite lik ely that Cu tler’s powerfu l 
sig nal will reach a ship any where 
in the wold. 
Fou r 5,000-k ilowatt transm itters 
will operate on the Very 
Low 
Frequ ency (FLF) band of three to 
30 k ilocy les so that the su bs will 
be able to receiv e messag es ev en 
as they lu rk below the 
w ater’s 
su rface or beneath polar ice. 
The hig her frequ encies l a c k 
this penetrating power. 
Cu tler is in Maine’s far north­ 
eastern corner, a reg ion of sparce 
popu lation, weathered fishing v i 1- 
lag es and forested peninsu las. 
“ A look at the map mak es it 
pretty obv iou s why we’re here,” 
say s Capt. J. R. Bu rk , resident 
officer in charg e of constru ction. 
“ We’re in the easternm ost part 
of the United States—ideal 
for 
transm itting a strong 
sig nal to 
the Atlanic, the Arctic and the 
M editerranean. T hat’s where ou r 
su bs will be spotted.” 


THE NAVY HAS two otherVLF 
stations—one at Annapolis, 
Md. 
the other at Jim Creek , Ore.— 
bu t 
neither 
can 
com pare 
with 
Cu tler in size or ou tpu t. 


In the spring of 1958, men and 
machines 
beg an 
filling 
in 
the 
swamps of the Cu tler peninsu la 
and clearing the v ast stand of 
spru ce trees. 
Today 
the 
entire 
peninsu la— 
a mile long and two miles wide— 
is denu ded and g raded. A 12-mile 
road sy stem link s the main ele­ 
ments of the station. 
The g rou nd sy stem tak es fu ll 
adv antag e of the g ood condu ctiv ­ 
ity of the sea water that borders 
the station on three sides. More 
than 2,200 miles of copper wire, 
bu ried abou t a foot u nderg rou nd, 
lead to 242 term inals in the sea. 
At the moment, Cu tler is the 
Nav y 's 
big g est 
constru tion 
pro­ 
ject with 
1,300 work ers 
and 
a 
monthly 
pay roll 
of 
more 
than 
$600.000. 
Only 60 Nav y men and 7 0 civ ­ 
ilians will be needd to ru n Cu tler 
when it g oes into operation. 
“ I u sed to think bu ilding air­ 
craft hang ers was the big g st thrill 
constru ction man since 1941. “ Bu t 
ev en that can’t comapre with this.”

associating himself from the Eisen­ 
hower administration. 
This may 
hav e been a tactic su ited to the po­ 
litical conditions of Nov ember 1958, 
when there was a recession on and 
the Repu blican administration in 
Washing ton was not popu lar bu t it 
was the wrong tactic to pu rsu e in 
the recov ery y ear 1959. 
The main issu e, of cou rse, of the 
I9 60 campaig n is su re to be ap­ 
prov al or disapprov al of the Eisen­ 
hower administration’s record. 
Vice President Nix on, on the 
other hand, has mancg ed to create 
the imag e of a man closely identi­ 
fied in almost ev ery respect with 
the incu mbent administration. Gov . 
Rock efeller’s adv isers, 
many 
of 
whom are of the so-called “liberal” 
school, apparently thou g ht the line 
especially Democrats bu t the latter 
don’t constitu te the majority of a 
Repu blican national conv ention and 
it’s to the deleg ates at the conv en­ 
tion rather than the electorate as a 
date mu st direct his appeal in pu b­ 
lic speeches. 


THE COMING CAMPAIGN itself 
has to be fou g ht on whether the 
record of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration is to be approv ed or repu di­ 
ated. Democrats will not be able to 
conv ince the cou ntry that Mr. Nix 
isn't a sy mbol of the Eisenhower 
administration and indeed there 
will be little dou bt on that score 
when the President himself g ets ou t 
on the stu mp. 
One can already hear him telling 
the v oters that Dick Nix on is ex ­ 
perienced in nationl g ov ernmental 
affairs that he is fam iliar with 
ev ery aspect of administration pol­ 
icy at home and abroad and that if 
the American people want continu ­ 
ity they can g et it only by electing 
the Repu blican nominee. 
For the president to say the sam e 
thing of Gov . Rock efeller, howev er, 
wou ld hav e been difficu lt, especial­ 
ly since the latter had indicated in 
some of his recent speeches that he 
doesn’t g o along with the adminis­ 
tration on certain policies. 
Mr. Eisenhower, of cou rse, has a 
natu ral pride in his own eig ht-y ear 
record and will wish to g et fav or­ 
able v erdict on that record from 
the American people. 
If times are g ood, the v oters will 
not wish to chang e administrations. 
Continu ity of foreig n policy will 
be especially emphasized. 
It will be recalled that last au t­ 
u mn the British people had almost 
the sam e issu e before them — 
whether to continu e the Macmillan 
administration in power. It was 
sig nificant that, althou g h the Brit­ 
ish Labor party has had a m arg in 
in nu mbers in prev iou s elections, 


many elig ible v oters didn't g o to 
the polls at all last time. 


THE SAME THING is lik ely to 
happen in America. The v oters who 
call themselv es Democrats ou tnu 
ber the Repu blicans by abou t sev en 
call themselv es Democrats ou tnu m* 
ber the Repu blican« by abou t sev en 
or eig ht percentag e points in the 
North bu t while many Democrats 
will not wish to v ote the Repu bli­ 
can tick et they will, in effect, be 
doing the sam e thing by stay ing at 
home on election day . 
It’s the stay - at - home, relativ e­ 
ly contented, and in many instance 
indifferent Democratic v oters who 
will help elect the Repu blican nom­ 
inee. 
If, howev er, economic conditions 
chang e between now and nex t No­ 
v em ber on the domestic front and 
the foreig n situ ation tak es a tu rn 
for the worse du e to any mistak es 
the administration mig ht mak e, the 
cou ntry wou ld be in a mood to 
chang e administrations. 
Under 
su ch 
circu m stances 
it 
wou ld not want a man who merely 
had ex pressed polite differences 
with the Eisenhower policies bu t 
wou ld prefer a candidate who had 
presented himself as an articu late 
and v ig orou s opponent with a com­ 
pletely alternativ e prog ram. 
If, 
moreov er, 
the 
Democrats 
shou ld win in 1960, the way wou ld 
be opened for Gov . Rock efefller to 
become the Repu blican presidential 
nominee in 1964, and he cou ld at 
that time differ all he lik ed with 
the Eisenhower policies and mak e 
a campaig n su itable to the then 
ex isting circu mstances. 
If Vice President Nix on is elected 
in 1960, he wou ld become the log i­ 
cal nominee in 1964 to defend his 
record. Gov . Rock efeller’s chance 
wou ld thereu pon come in 1968. He 
wou ld be only 59 y ears old then and 
presu mably wou ld be more ex peri­ 
enced in g ov ernment, especially if 
he m ak es a g ood record in Albany 
and is re-elected g ov ernor in 1962 
and 1966. 
It will be recalled that A1 Smith 
was chosen to be the Democratic 
presidential nominee after being 
elected g ov ernor of New York three 
times. 


NELSON ROCKEFELLER has a 
big fu tu re in politics. He is an hon­ 
est. independent - minded person of 
complete integ rity . His cong enial 
personality is in many respects lik e 
that of Dwig ht Eisenhower. 1960 
simply isn’t 
Gov . 
Rock efeller's 
y ear. He wisely recog nized it and 
spok e ou t candidly in an ex cellent 
statem ent of su pport for the Repu b­ 
lican party . 
This was mu ch be'ter than eng ag ­ 
ing in a bitter contest that mig ht 
hav e produ ced a costly split in his 
party . 
The New York g ov ernor will g ain 
in statu re and prestice as he cam­ 
paig ns in 1960 in behalf of the Re­ 
pu blican tick et. While he will be 
u rg ed to accept the v ice presidency 
he is rig ht in say ing that the sam e 
reasons which impelled him into 
become a candidate for first place 
arg u e ag ainst his acceptance of a 
draft for second place. 
He is a man of political destiny , 
howev er, and some of his ideas may 
prov e more popu lar ev en with Re­ 
pu blicans in 1964 and 1968 than they 
are today .
